_ Danger in Industrial Class: 

The women of the bourgeoisie were 
always partners of their husbands, but 
there was nothing of the sort in the 
vast industrial class, and in this class 
lies the danger. 

Now and then a deputy lifts his voice 
in favor of the franchise for women, 
believing that if they are granted the 
power to vote and alter some of the 
musty old laws they will give less 
trouble in the end. It certainly will 
require all the taét men possess: to 
divert. these fires seething at presen 
below the ‘surface, fed by memories of 
the agonies of the years of war and 
the apprehension of what yet may be 
in store for France. 

These women have been intensely 
loyal to France, but they now have/ a 
strong inclination to be loyal to them- 
selves and to those dependent -upon 
them, many of whom are legless, arm- 
less, and tubercular. 

Women Shun Farms. 

One solution would be back to the 
soil, restored homes, and small farms 
all over the rest of France, bought 
from the large proprietors willing to 
part with the land to till which they 
can no longer find the men. But here 
again the,women step in. They don't 
like farm life and are not to be tempted 
by the landlords’ high wage, much less 
when they must do a large part of the 
work themselves. 

They prefer the towns, where they 
can go to the cinema and wear tight 
skirts and high heels. They do not 
object to work if it is remunerative, 
for they are an energetic and indus- 
trious race, but the time is gone by 
when they will work without reward, 
and after the most trying war of mod- 
ern times, during which they have 
made the acquaintance of far more 
than loss and grief, they propose to 
have their full share in the rewards

9 MILLION MORE 
MARKS PAID U.S. 
BY THE GERMANS 


Expense of Army of 
Occupation; 60 Fok- 
kers Given Up. 


COBLENZ, Friday, Dec. 27.—[{By the 
Associated Press.] — Delayed. — Nine 
million marks arrived here today from 
Berlin to be turned over to the Amer- 
ican army authorities as part of Ger- 
many’s payment toward the expenses 
of the army of occupation, The Ger- 
mans now have given the Americans, 
in’ accordance with the terms of the 


armistice, 45,000,000 marks. 

The money has been transpogted by 
American motor truck and by train. 
In several instances some of the mil- 
lions were shipped from Berlin by 
train under guard of German soldiers 
and transported to the neutral zone, 
where it was turned over to the Amer- 
icans, who carried the money to 
Coblenz. The money has been placed 
in vaults near American headquarters, 
where American soldiers guard it night 
and day. 


First of Fokkers Turned Over. 


Sixty airplanes of the Fokker type 
arrived in Cobienz today by special 
train from Berlin. They were the 
first of 200 airplanes which are to be 
turned over to the American forces in 
Cobienz in accordance with the armis- 

Each. machine occupled a flat car and 
a German soldier guarded each car. A 
number of German aviators also ar- 
rived to try out one of each twenty 
machines before the planes are turned 
over to the American commission. The 
planes for the test will be selected by 
the Americans, and the Germans will 
make the flights to show that the ma- 
chines are in good condition. The 
flights will take place near Coblenz in 
the presence of American officers. 


Put Under Strict Rules. 


Gen. Pershing, commander of the 
American armies, gave Germans with- 
in the area occupied by Americans 
further cause today for realizing they 
are a conquered people. After a three 
weeks’ display of leniency as great or 
greater than that shown by their own 
military officials, the American dt.a- 
mander promuigated rules of conduct 
“for the guidance of inhabitants.”

* Vote Proves Small. 


A prominent feature of the polling 
revealed by the count is the compara- 
tive smallness of -polls compared 
with the registered number of electors. 
No figures are available yet as to what 
extent the army and navy have voted. : 
The defeat of the Asquithians, espe 
cially the former ministers, 
cases can be attributed in part to split 
votes in three cornered constituencies. 

Not only has no coalition minister 
been defeated, but most of them were 
reélected by extraordinary majorities. 
For instance, Premier Lloyd George’s 
majority is about 12,000; Winston 
Churchill's, 15,000, and Andrew Bonar 
Law’s, 13,000. 

Majorities well over 10, 000 were quite 
common among the coalitionists. On 
the other hand, the pacifists were al- 
most in every case ignominiously de- 
feated by heavy votes.

— May Not Get It at 


Versailles but She Will Keep Up the F ight, Secure in the Justice 
of Her Claims, Writes Monsignor Kelley.

If I had been asked ten years ago 
to set forth the political aspirations 
of the Irish race for Ireland I would 


have said just what I say today; 
tHat the Irish want independence for 
their country, and freedom for her peo- 
le, 
. But I would have been obliged ten 
years ago to add that the Irish race 
did not look for a realization of their 
aspirations at once; that home rule 
within the empire was the immediate 
goal upon which their eyes were fixed, 
and that the, greater freedom beyond 


the dim future. 
Ireland under “ home rule within the 
empire "—the IreJand of Parnell’s and 


freedom as democratjc ideas enlarged 
the minds and hearts of the citizens 
of the empire and of the world. Full 
freedom would have become inevitable 
later, for Ireland’s free alliance with 
her neighbor would be of greater value 
to that neighbor than sreland'’s sub- 
jection.

It urges that what is sin in a per- 
son is also sin in a nation; what is 
virtue in a person is virtue in the 
-| Body politic. 

Nations, for the greater part, have 


was but imperfectly visualized, as of

Keeps Faith with Principle. 


Ireland deserves that right. She 
has never given up her fight for in- 
dependence. She has made her hope- 
less protests when emphasis in her 
national aspirations was needed ahd 
cheerfully paid the bloody price of 
them. She has kept her faith with 
principle. She has kept her people 
clean and religious, and her cradles 
filled. 

When the things of the mind ,were 
proscribed equally with the things: of 
the soul, and priest and schoolmaster 
hanged to the same tree, she changed 
mountain caves into churches and 
taught the classics under the hedges 
of the roadside. 

Hopeless of gain at home, she saw 
her sons driven out to make their 
gains abroad. She showed her ability 
for government by giving a president 
to France, a prime minister to Aus- 
tria, a liberator to Chile, a war min- 
ister to Spain, generals and admirals 
to America, to Russia, to*the world. 

She taught Abraham Lincoln 
tnrough the mouth of one of her ex- 
jled schoolmasters. She smashed her 
enemy at Fontenoy with Clare's dra- 
goons, and followed him to America 
for a knockout blow. She struck him 
on the sea with John Barry’s guns 
on the Alliance. She kept her soul in 
spite of famine; made it sreater in 
spite of exile and death. 

She has won her right “ by a people's 
fight, outliving a thousand years.” 

“For’Sake of Democracy.” 

I am no bitter hater, no curser of 
enemies, no unreconcilable. I am a sin- 
cere and fully convinced advocate of 
self-determination for Ireland—for her 
own sake, for the sake of democracy, 
but for England’s sake as well. 

I do not desire the downfall of Great 


Britain, but her tardy repentance. Ire- 


land unfreed is England's death war- 
rant. She may succeed in keeping the 
Irish question out of the peace con- 
ference. I think she will, But she 
cannot keep it out of the mind of a 
world from which the chains have been 
struck. It will live to accuse, to con- 
demn, and to execute. ny 

A victory of Great Britain over Ire- 
land at Versailles will be no victory, 
but a defeat. It will be the signal for a 
new battle, the tactics of which have 
been taught the Irish race by England 
herself—in her war propaganda. The 
killing of the Nationalist cause re- 
leases money that once -went to Ire- 
land for her struggle from America, 
from Canada, and from Australia. It 
may go no longer to Ireland but be 
spent more effectually in other parts 
of the world. 


Asks Only Sympathy. 

Sinn Fein, the “for ourselves” 
movement, asks no money, only sym- 
pathy. I doubt if the point will be lost 
on the Irish race abroad, which will 
seek the ear of the world, and speak 
to it in the tongues of all its nations. It 
will tell to more than free Americans 
the story of Irish hope. That story 
will be heard again in France and over 
all the nations that the “ wild geese” 
flew. Free Bohemia, free Poland, free 
Palestine, free Slovakia, free Germany, 
free Blgium—they all will hear. 

I, for one, would willingly avert the 
disaster to Great Britain that must in- 
evitably follow her refusal to do jus- 
tice to Ireland; but that disaster can 
not be averted and ought not to be 
averted if England will not listen to 
right and justice. 

Against Ireland’s claim Great Brit-, 
ain has no argument but that of self- 
ishnéss. Selfishness is no argument. 

World Tired of Injustice. 

The world is tired of national self- 
ishness, tired of the rule of might, 
tired of injustice. The world wants 
nations that recognize the ten com- 
mandments, that are going to give re- 
ligion at least a trial, that conduct 
themselves as they want their citizens 
to conduct themselves. 

If it were to a court of common law 
that Ireland pleaded she would win on 
merit. When the common law is rec- 
ognized as the best foundation for in- 


ternational law she will gain her cause, - 


but perhaps too late then to save her 
oppressor. 

It is bitter hard for one who had 
hoped that his day would see Ireland 
|and England sit down together as sis- 
ters to say all this; but now, in ‘his 
hopelessness, he can say nothing else. 

Fair play is all that Ireland asks.

“The de- 
partment would agree with a manufac- 
turer and tell-him to go to work, and 
afterward would draw up a formal con- 
tract. We can’t settle on these con- 
tracts without this legislation. I ques- 
tion the controller's ruling. 

“Gen. Pershing has cabled that this 
legislation is necessary so far as con- 
tracts made abroad are concerned. In 
letting contracts in England this coun- 
try has dealt through the British gov- 
ernment. These contracts with the

“The United States cannot be forced 
to pay anything on these contracts, but 
I believe it should pay not one dollar 
Jess than is just and equitable.” 

Over $1,600,000,000 Tied Up. 

Mr. Crowell told of possible conse- 
quences to the business interests of the 
country of delay.

“We are not going to abandon our 
friends, neither are we going to cut 
off our noses to spite our faces,” said 
Parker. “The hotels,which do not 
discriminate against union help are 
not going to be punished for the sins 
of those which do. We are simply 
going to strike on those hotels which 
show they are helping the La Salle, 
Sherman, and Grand Pacific.” 

Forty-five men cooks and waiters 
and fifteen girls went out at the Grand 
{Pacific yesterday afternoon.’ The uni 
officials say this was not a strike 
a lockout, saying that one of the eooks 
was ordered not to wear his union 
button and that the chef said all cooks 
wearing union buttons would have to 
remove them.

Prof. Boynton Finds a 


Lesson in the 
Great War. 


The world is standing on the verge 
of civilization, in the opinion of Prof. 
Percy Boynton of the University of 
Chicago, principal speaker before the 


delegates of the Illinois Woman's Leg- 
islative congress, who were the guests 
of the Chicago Political. Equality 
league yesterday afternoon. 

Prof. Boynton, describing the change 


lutionary war and the conflict just con- 
cluded, admitted he was an “ idealistic 
dreamer,” but maintained that the 
great world war has brought the world 
to the doorstep of real civilization. 
World 10,000,000 Years Old. 

“To reach my conclusions, I did not 
go to the cyclopedias,” said the pro- 
feasor. “I went to the astronomer at 
the university and asked him how old 
the world is. ‘O, it’s about 10,000,000 
years old,’ he said. I asked the pro- 
fessor of history how old the human 
race it. He said about 30,000 years. 

“TI then found out that history went 
back 6,000 y and the Christian re- 
ligion less tHan 2,000. 

“It is only within the last fifty 
yéars, however, that the great inven- 
tions in electricity and the use of nat- 
tiral resources have been accomplished. 
This makes me believe we are simply 
on the verge of civilization. Fifty 
years from now people will lodk back 
at us and say: ‘Why, they had not 
even developed all of the world’s area. | 
In 1918 there were yet wild tribes and 
uncultivated tracts.” We aré coming 
‘into the greatest era the world has 
known.” 
| Speaking of America and her chanhg- 
‘ing ideals, Prof. Boynton declared 
that after the revolution. two great

SUPREMACY 
1918 BELONGS 


Augie Wins Champion- 
ship and Defends Title 
Five Times.

A trinity of cueists, each unques- 
tioned in his special line, occupy the 
seats of honor in the billiard world. 
Premier honors of the year go to 
Augie. Kieckhefer, who has taken the 
place once occupied by Alfredo De Oro 


in the three cushion world. 

The Chicago southpaw nailed the 
world’s title from De Oro in February 
and defended it five times, his record 
of six successive wins never having 
been equaled since the championship 
became a cue classic, in 1907. 

The most brilliant feat of the year 
was the world’s record made by Kieck- 
hefer in his match with Charles Mc- 
court, when he scored 150 points in 
132 innings. 

Hoppe Still Supreme. 

While European monarchs were 
toppled from their thrones, Willie 
Hoppe, king of the balkliners, still 
reigns supreme, holding the 18-2, 18-1, 
and 14-1 titles. The first of these he 
has held since 1910; and it is doubtful 
if the others will be revived.

RALPH DE PALMA‘CARD’ 
OF YEARIN MOTORDOM: 
RACES IN WAR SHADOW

The year in automobile racing was 
Ralph De Palma’s. Little is to be re- 
corded about the sport in 1918 aside 
from the debonair Italian’s personal 
triumph. 
For many seasons the De Palma 


A 
good driver and a better showman, the 
veteran always had the crowd with 
him and usually started his races as 
a favorite. But always something 
happened and another’s car took the 
laurels. 

This year the pilot’s persistent, in- 
telligent patience was rewarded. Since

der Packard to which he turned after 
his big Mercedes was wrecked at In- 
dianapolis, and at last he got it tuned 
up to a point where it would nof only 
show astonishing bursts of speed over

Car Is Fastest Built. 


The result was that it proved itself 
undeniably the fastest racing car ever 
built. Record after record went. by 
the boards as De Palma, driving like 
clockwork, annexed victories in nearly 
all the worth while races of the year. 

Louis Chevrolet and the Frontenac 
with which he took the 1917 champion- 
ship found themselves definitely out- 
classed. Dario Resta, supposedly in- 
vincible, essayed a comeback with a 
rebuilt Peugeot, largely of his own 
design, but couldn't induce his mount 
to stay together. It*never remained 
in a race long enough really to show 
its mettle.

‘RISK CONCERNS 
AIDED BY WAR, 


SAYS KINGSLEY| 


Flu Alone Keeps Year 
from Being Most 
_ Prosperous One. 


BY GLENN GRISWOLD. 

Darwin P. Kingsley, president of the 
New York Life Insurance company 
startled Chicago bankers whom he 
visited with the assertion that 
the war advanced the insurance 
business a generation, perhaps a cen- 
tury, in the short period of 1914 to 1918; 
that the direct benefits to the compa- 
nies of the war has been incalculable. 
* The influenza epidemic cost the New 
York Life more in the last three 
months than did all its war losses of 
nearly four and a half years of world 
“!conflict. Had it not been for this 
plague the losses would have been the 
smallest in proportion to risk of any 
year in the history of the company. 

| War Aid to Thrift. 

But it is not because of the small 
number of deaths due to war nor the 
improved health of the nation, due 


to training that the companies report || 


the war a favorable factor in their 
affairs. It is the nation-wide develop- 
ment of thrift and investment which 
war occasioned that the companies 
find a blessing. 

Just as bond dealers and banks could 
find only 200,000 or 300,000 investors 
before the war, the insurance com- 
pany found the number of investors 
in insurance limited and wondered 
where the saturation point was. In 
the future the bond salesman will 
know that the government found 20,- 
000,000 or 25,000,000 investors in the 
country and the insurance companies 
will double, treble, and multiply many 
times, their potential clientele. « 


Field for Indorsement. 


Life insurance companies are rapidly 
getting away from the business of 
selling small premium insurance which 
one must die to have collected and are 
marketing endowment policies of one 
sort or another that are as much an 
investment as a bond. The new in- 
vestor whose first commitment as such 
was in a Liberty bond is as much a 
prospect for the insurance salesman 
as for the bond dealer. 

“We anticipated great and direct 
benefits to ourselves and to the nation 
as a result of this war, and the expec- 
tation appears to have been justified,” 
Mr. Kinsgley said. “We now have a 
book loss of $5,000,000 because of the 
shrinkage of the market value of the 
Liberty bonds we own, and we would 
not be surprised to see that loss dou- 
bled. Yet we are confident that even- 
tually that loss will be turned into 
profit. 

Nothing .to Cause Worry. 


“Liberty bonds are low priced now 
because they are seeking an invest- 
ment basis, unsupported by the arti- 
ficial factor of market patriotism. 
There is nothing alarming about the 
situation. It does appear to indicate 
that the government will need to pay 
something like the market rate for 
money in the next loan, but there is 
no reason why it shouldn't. 

“The principal thing to worry about 
in connection with Liberty bonds the 
tendency on the part of small owners 
to sell and take losses and. the ease 
with which tricksters indu to 
trade the best bond in the ay 
some of the worst stocka.. 

“Tt is difficult to regulaté these tend- 
encies, since the people resent pater- 
nalism in such matters, but I believe 
that we will soon fifid some national 
agency for protecting the new investor. 
The banks are doing some good work, 
but it does not go far enough. If we 
can Keep these small investors in the 
habit of buying good securities for a 
few years we shall see an amazing 
growth in national wealth and indi-

CLOSET SPACE. 


AYS an inhabitant of the com 
pressed apartment: “It’s no use 
trying to house a big husband in 
@ little flat; you simply have to 

get a little husband. With his shoes 
s0 big and his coats so long there 
isn't closet space.” 


Closet space! It’s the first and most 
necessary qualification of any home. 
And it is the last consideration evident- 
ly of most architects and builders.’ Any 
woman who has lived a few years in 
abbreviated areas is fitted by hard ex- 
perience to fill a position as shipping 
clerk and packer. Always she is throw- 
ing something into the discard to make 
room for necessary possessions. Al- 
ways she is cramming one more hat 
into the old hat Box or piling up a bit 
higher the stacks and pyramids of pa- 
per boxes that contain ornaments for 
the Christmas tree, feathers and 
plumes from the black period of the 


, picture lid, or special treasures collect- 


ed by the husband person. For a man 
hangs onto everything that is his—old 
shoes and other rubbish—as an old cat 
hangs onto her ‘kittens, 


But there is to be an end of all this. 
Architects heed at last the cries of fret- 
ful domesticity. The new system is too 
good to be true. Perhaps said archi- 
tects, like the central powers, cried, 
“Let us have peace.” Nobody can be 
picked at vigoreusly and forever with- 
out wanting a cessation of hostilities. 


Something besides the amalgamated

And they are coming. When the first

. heavenly space other builders must 


take notice. 

There will be, first of all, a suitably 
arranged hall closet for coats, hats, 
raincoats, and umbrellas. For the util- 
ization of this the husband person will 
have to undergo special training. At 
the present time he has at least four 
hats resting on console table or chair 
projections. Every morning he says 
“eeny meeny miney moe” end thus 
determines his day’s selecti In the 
meantime the other three not form 
a decoration. In the new hall closet 
there will be hangers suitably suspend- 
ed from poles, so that they will pack in 
comfortably. There will be broad 
shelves for hats, smaller shelves for 
gloves and handbags, a catch ring for 
umbrellas, and floor drawers for rub- 
bers and overshoes. Under the um- 
brella stand will be a small sink, which 
will solve the problem of the wet um- 
brella.

for canned goods. There will 
be a cozy little corner for the fireless 
cooker, without which ne home can 
be happy these days, when maids are 
scarce and mother comes home only 
at night. 
Then there is the cold b6x, project- 
just outside the pantry, combining 
the milk cabinet; on the outside 
it is equipped with shutters or a fine 
screen, During the winter months the 
cold box does away with ice entirely. 
And these are the days when we still 
must buy thrift stamps. It is a real 
idea. 


A in cabinet in the kitchen 
holds a multitude of necessities, the 
kitchen clock, for instance, and the 
calendar. Then there is a shelf for 
the cook ‘books. Cook books have al- 
ways been in the way, falling from the 
pantry window or flung behind the 
aMuble boiler. Nobcdy ever thought 
of them before. Below the cabinet Is 
a shelf. Here the mistress finds pencil 
and pad and writes out her grocery or- 
ders. A spindle is there to hold the 
grocery bills and the laundry list. 
Don’t you. wonder how we have lived 
so long without these convenient ar- 
rangements? The shelf also holds the 
extension telephone, or the phone is 
placed inside a compartrhent of its own. 
In the kitchen desk there is always a 
bit of small change for emergency C. 
O. D. deliveries. 

The bathroom closet, according to 
plans that are on the wing. is a com- 
plete affair. There are hooks for tooth 
brushes, spaces for nail and bath 
brushes, and a metal lined medicine 
cabinet, also arrangements made for 
taking care of the bath linens, towels, 
and wash clothes, antiseptic cotton, 
gauzes, and hot water bottles. All the 
miscellaneous trifles that ofttimes 
make the bathroom a rather littered 
spot’are carefully and conveniently 
placed out of sight. 

If you are thinking of building a 
house of your own, let us offer the 
suggestion that you provide the built- 
in closet for thé telephone, with shelf 
for book and desk arrangements pro- 
vided with writing paper and pencil. 
Also, if you have a soul for music 
build in your shelves for sheet music. 
This plot and plan will do away with 
a music cabinet, which, so far, has 
seldom offered a beautiful exterior. 
Shelves for magszines are as neces- 
sary as shelvés for books. 

Closets of bedrooms shoulahave 
poles and hangers, low shelves for 
shoes and slippers, high shelves for 
hat boxes, and a suitable place for 
furs. A small rack is a good arrange- 
ment for vells and ribbons. 

Linen closets should be so designed 
as to hold blankets, counterpanes, 
pillows, riot in use, towels, pillow slips, 
sheets, and cretonne bed coverings. 
And besides these appropriations for 
space, let there be a few extra shelves 
and boxes. into which one may put 
lamp shades not in use, or candle 
shades and all those ‘other little acces- 
sories of the home, for which there is 
never a settled place. The lower part 
of the linen closet may be kept for 
traveling bags, suit cases, and motor 
robes.

The 
critic should, not be foreed to write 
his article the same night of a play, 


atrical manager the critic should be 
allowed sufficient time for adequate re- 
flection and composition. The drama- 
tist may have spent two years of hard 
labor on he piece; the manager has 
spent much money; the actors may 
have been carefully drilled, and the 
critic is expected to put into the im- 
pressively permanent form of type a 
judgment on the whole production in- 
stantaneously formed and written in 
feverish haste.”

For, however 
sane is his contention that a criticism 
of a play should not be written the 
same night the play is produced, the 
{reason he gives in support of it is 
utter foolishness. 


Playwrights and theatrical managers 
would nine times in ten lose rather 
than gain by the change. It must be 
apparent to any one except Prof. 
Phelps that enthusiasm does not derive 
from reflection, that it is a flushed and 
abnormal condition, which, by the very 
nature of things, cannot be sustained 
for long. One hears a brass band in 
the street and at once his nerves are 
atingle and «here is a thorough phys- 
ical response which suffers reaction 
the moment the music has died down. 
One goes to a play and through a 
number of contributory causes—the 
lights, the crowd, the contagious ex- 
pressions of approval, and the nov- 
elty of even the oldest tricks refur- 
bished for the theater—feels a certain 
elation that he could not possibly re- 
call after a night’s sleep.

With a good deal of fairness the farmer who 
leases land complains that he contributes more 
to the value of the land than does the owner; and 
guffers thereby because he is obliged to pay higher 
rents from time to time, based upon the new valua- 
tien which he has created. : 

A tenant cocupies land owned by a New York 
landlord: he improves it tn keeping with his de- 
mand for modern equipment, builds fences, pre- 
serves roads, and fertilizes the fields; and when he 


negotiates a renewal of his lease he discovers him- ; 


self forced to pay another tax upon his own in- 
dustiy; or if he wishes to buy the land he must 
likewise pay for his own labor and inventiveness. 
This is one side of the case. » a 
The owner having, with some foresight, purchased 
Jand which he perceives will increase in value not 
only by his tenant’s improvement, but by rising 
values.all about him, surely is entitled to a return 
on his investment and a reward for his perspicuity. 
He presumes that his rentals are fixed to assure 
iim « fair return on the land, including such im-| 
provements as naturally follow its occupation 
by a Giligent farmer. For, while his returns in- 
crease under the tenancy of a prudent farmer, they 
are apt to decrease under the rule of an improvi- 
dent one; thus-thé landlord’s interests are, in some 
measure, at the mercy of the tenant and he per- 
ceives that he must find his profit in the middle 
ground between the competency of a good tenant 


We assume that discussion is only of the good 
absentee landlords and: the good tenants;’for, obvi- 
ously, there is neither improvement nor citigen- 
ship to be expected of evil landlords‘and evil ten- 
ants. Therefore, as between good landlords and 
good tenarits it is debatable if the landlord ts as

to come. Such was the experience of the 


vaded sections in about one hundred 
epidemics of influenza which have pre- 
vailed\during the last 800 years. Before 
the present epidemic had subsided in cer- 
tain sections the disease was reappear- 
ing in places in which it had subsided 
but a few weeks previously. 


For two or three years pneumonia has 
-been acting in a peculiar manner. Both 


‘ clinieally and from the standpoint of 


epidemiology it has been behaving 4if- 
ferently from the old style ~~eumonia. 
So marked has this been t:. here are 
some people who think this is not .an 
imported diseasé, but is merely a running 
wild of the pneumenia which has been 
after us for several years. At any rate, 
we are justified in anticipating a high 
pneumonia rate unless somebody, some- 
how, somewhere can discover a way out. 
Possibly the army has a plan, a possi-, 
bility that will be discussed presently. 

As additional proof that influenza will 
recur I note that the letters to the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Association 
from Europe make repeated reference to 
recurrence of the disease in the countries 
which went through it last spring and 
summer. The Paris letter, dated Nov. 
14, speaks of weekly deaths of 1,119 and 
1,263 people from thfluenza, and of 1,539 
and 1,778 persons from acute respiratory 
diseases, inclading influenza. These rates. 
were not reached by Chicago in the worst 
week in October. 

In the light of these facts the nee 
is hungry for facts. They are willing 
do whatever they are told to do.

The quarantining of communt- 
ties to prevent epidemics from entering 
them seems justified. Even if nothing 
more is accomplished it will delay the 
outbreak of contagion among them until 
such time as the rush ig over and make 
more physicians and nurses available. By 
closed communitieg are meant prisons, 
jails, asylums, homes, colleges, and 
Placarding is not rec- 
ommended except In the case of very 
careless, reckless people—people who pay 
no attention to the rights of others. The 
samie rule applies to fdrcible isolation. 

For the very beginning of an epidemic 
ft was thought best to recommend tak- 
ing all cases to the hospital In order to 
protect the community in general. After 
that stage it was held that the hospi- 
tals should be reserved for the more im- 
portant cases. While generally the more 
important cases were meant the more 
severe cases, that will not always be 
true. The very severe cases\cannot be 
moved because they are not sttong 
enough to stand ft without harm. Aince 
the disease is most severe among preg- 
nant women, they should have the pref- 
erence in getting hospital beds Cases 
that are badly neglected at home for one 
reason or another are to be classed 
among the more important cases 


Decisions as to closing present great 
difficulties. As one discussant put it, 
if a man ig in a position to crawl into 
his hole when the epidemic comes and 
to stay there he Will add to his security 
by doing so.

On the subject of vaccines the evi- 
dence was “contradictory and irrecon- 
cilable.” Qne member said “ whatever 
obgervation, fact or conclusion you may 
have or hold if you will stay in the 
fight long enough you will see knocked 
into a cocked hat.” He said this as 
applied to the entire question. It ap- 
plied just as well to the. bacteriologic 
questions discussed. That vaccines as 
methods of prévention have not proven 
satisfactory to many of the reporters is 
beyond question. The vaccines most fa- 
vorably reported on by some were 
thought to be ineffective by others. The 
editing committee ‘in summarizing ex- 
pressed an opinion that more hope for 
success for the future lay in vaccines 
than in anything else, though they ad- 
mitted the necessity for some in 
the present methods, 


As to what a person can do to protect 
himself the committee could not say very 
much. The disease attacks, young, vig- 
orous men and women. Youth and vigor 
are not bulwarks against it: @here is 
some evidence that plenty of sleep and 
rest the “physiologic life” are of 
assistance. There was no evidence that 
vaccination does harm. Perhaps the 
majority of the people will see to pro- 
tect themselves by keeping themselves

DID WELL TO STOP, . 

Mrs. R. M. B. writes: “ For the last ten 
years T have been suffering from indiges- 
tion in one form or another. Sometimes 
it causes severe attacks of cramping and 
prolonged vomiting ; again it will take the 
form of bloating and flatulence. About 
two yearsago I began being troubled with 
insomnia, often lying awake all night, 
and upon consulting a physician, he gave 
me elixir bromide and chloral, to be 
taken in half teaspoon doses just be- 
fore bedtime. I took this, and it 
seemed to help for a while, but many 
times I would have to take the second

TROLLING the couhtryside near Savannah, Georgia, 
one April day, I came upon a clutter of Gipsy tents. 
I had a camera with me. Untering the encampment 
and saluting its inhabitants, I said, “ Good morning! May 
I take a picture?” A chorus of mixed voices protested, 
“Don't! don’t! It’s bad luck!” A young woman, erect and 
handsome, added graciously, “ But come and sit down and 

talk. We are very hospitality.” , 

Capital! I like superstition—in other, J like originall- 
ties of speech. I sat down thankfully and stayed a solid 
hour, and if I put in my time to advantage studying the 
Gipsies, the Gipsies put in theirs to advantage studying me. 
You can count on that with these nomads. The entertain- 
ment works both ways, reminding you somewhat of the 
wise and psychologically penetrating remtark by a keeper 
of monkeys: “The crowds around the cage amuses the 
little fellers.” 

Inquisitive? Such rapacious inquisitiveness I had never 
before seen. Who wasI? Where had I come from? Where 
was I going? “What was my business? yi told them. On 
their side, they told of themselves with ai most charming 
readiness. They were Bulgarian Gipsies, they said, and 
‘Greek Catholics. They traveled by rail. Their men traded 
horses, their women told fortunes. No one in the camp 
could read.

Liberty Fuel Sold Soon. 


The new motor power called Liberty 
fuel will be sold to the general public 
by Jan. 1, according to an announce- 
ment by Capt. H. C. Weisgerber, the 
inventor, The base of The new fuel 
is said to be kerosene.

When I strike a mudhole 
and the wheels begin.to fly around in 
that exasperting way which tells me 
that I am firmly and definitely stuck I 
get out my bundle of papers. 


“Taking a newspaper, I fold it in 


} half horizontally across the page and 


proceed to the task of working the 
paper between the tire and the mud. 
This is a simple matter and is accom- 
plished by feeding in the paper while 
the wheels are being revolved. I feed 
the paper in lengthwise. Usually only 
a few will have been worked in when 
the tires will begin to grip and the 
car start forward. If a few won't do 
the work, keep on feeding in the papers 
until good traction is gained.
